hands on his shoulders to raipo him up; felt 
his hands wot, and looked nt his hnnds nnd 
taw that thoy woro rod; told John Maurer 
ho guessed ho was pretty near fast asleep, that 
ia killed; ran into Mi. Uouvo's housu nnd told 
him tho man wns tnurderud, and ho bomb 
with you.
